Friction In Local Unions— 

One of the most deadly enemies 
of a local union, destroying its 
power to be of any value to the 


membership, creating a pleasant | 


smile on the face of the boss, is 
where local unions (especially 
among its officers) permit factions 
to creep in;, permit a local union to 
be divided, one side fighting the 
other. We cannot think of any- 
thing that smacks of as little in- 
telligence as a condition of this 
kind. We hope men with vision do 
not permit it to occur. Men who 
believe in labor unions and know 
what labor unions are, realize that 
their interests are identical; that 
the teachings of unionism mean 
solidarity, and under no considera- 
tion would let it creep in. 

It has come to our attention on 
a few occasions—and we are glad 
to say few, we wish we could say 
none — that friction does exist 
in some few places. 


One Union’s Strong Position— 


The Monthly Labor Review of 
the United States bureau of labor 
statistics publishes in its current 
issue a summary of the work of 
the International Typographical 
Union which aught to interest all 
members of other unions: Thus: 

“Of the 435 newspaper establish- 
ments in the United States and 
Canada which are members of the 
American Newspaper Publishers’ 
association, 321 operate their com- 
posing rooms under a contract with 
a local of the International Typo- 
graphical Union, and 51 others on a 
union basis without a contract. 

“The 372 union establishments 
employ a total of 28,868 members, 
or 71 per cent of all typographical 
union members working on news- 
papers, 32.1 of the entire union 
membership. The 63 non-union 
establishments include 42 which 
are within the territorial jurisdic- 
tion of some I. T. U. local union, 
but operate on a non-union basis, 
and 21 which are located outside 
present L T. U. local union juris- 
dictions. 

“The 372 union establishments 
publish 455 daily newspapers and 
192 Sunday newspapers. The non- 
union establishments within union 
jurisdiction produce 50 daily and 18 
Sunday papers. The 21 establish- 
ments outside union jurisdiction 
publish 21 daily papers and one 
Sunday paper; the average circu- 
lation of these daily papers is 
small; being approximately 7,000.” 


The Townsend Plan— 


You are hearing a lot of noise 
these days about the Townsend 
plan, and you can bet your life 
you are going to hear a lot more. 

One thing that seems to concern 
the public press and our large fi- 
nancial interests more than any- 
thing else is, “how are you going to 
get twenty-four billion dollars out 
of the country’s income; pay two 
hundred a month for old age pen- 
sions?” Yet the corporations of the 
country will take out twice that 
much, and they don’t care a hoot 
whether the people of the country 
can stand it or not. That is all well 
and good as long as it goes to the 
money-changers in the temple. The 
only thing they are afraid of, in 
fact they are almost scared blind 
by it, is the twenty-four billion dol- 
lars that is going to be used for 
purchasing power, if the Townsend 
plan is adopted and made to stand 
instead of being used to keep up 
the twenty-five thousand American 
dwellers in the American colony in 
Paris, France, or furnish transpor- 
tation to the rich men’s families to 
present their daughters to the king 
of England, which will become 
quite a scramble; now that they 
are having a new king, and touring 
the great seas on pleasure yachts 
and many, many other pleasures. 
That would be terrible, turning it 
into foodstuffs for millions of starv- 
ing people. It isn’t civilization as 
the money-changers understand it. 

One thing is certain: the people 
of the country are in the frame of 
mind they are going to have old- 
age pensions, unemployment insur- 
ance, whether they like it or not.

Requesting the support of state 
compensation insurance funds, En- 
gineers’ Union No. 59, sent the fol- 
lowing letter to employers of the 
bay district: 

To All Contractors: 

The purpose, actuating the legis- 
lature in the enactment of the 
Insur- | 
ance and Safety act of 1935, is 
clearly defined in section (1) 
“Scope and Intent,” which con- 
cluded with the following words— | 
“with all the requisite govern-| 


mental functions to determine any 
matter arising under the act to the} 


end that the administration of this | 
act shall accomplish substantial 
justice in all cases expediously, in- | 


expensively and without incum-| 
brance of any character; all of} 
which matters contained in this | 


section are expressly declared to 
be the social public policy of this} 
state, binding on all departments | 
of the state government.” 

Experiences encountered in the 
handling of cases of our injured | 
members before the Industrial Ac- | 
cident commission, have exposed a 
seemingly, determined and well) 
studied policy, by private insurance | 
company carriers, to defeat the} 
purpose and intent of the Work-| 
man’s Compensation act. This 
studied policy has largely  suc- 
ceeded, by prolonged and repeated 
hearings and litigation, and by the 
almost total employment of the} 
medical profession, in making it) 
almost impossible tor the injured | 
workmen to secure the payment ol | 
compensation commensurate with | 
the partial or total disability sus-} 
tained in conformity with the pro-| 
visions of the Workmen's Compen- 
sation act. And this, notwithstand- 
ing the fact that the toll upon in-| 
dustry for this protection is approx: | 
imately 200% higher than it is 
under other well framed compensa- 
tion acts, under which the awards} 
for permanent disability is from 
100% to 300% higher than that| 
now possible under the California 
law. 

Almost all of this discrepancy 
could be removed, to the prepor- | 
tionate advantage of industry and 
injured workmen alike, by the 
state-wide patronage of industry 
of the state compensation insur- 
ance fund. Such wide-spread pat- 
ronage would result in lower rates 
upon industry for industrial acci- 
dent insurance, and would give to 
injured workmen the humane pro- 
tection which the framers of the 
act intended them to receive. 

The state compensation insur- 
ance fund was created, primarily, 
as a check against exploitation of 
industry and injured workmen 
alike; but it cannot be fully effec- 
tive without patronage and whole- 
some public support. Therefore, as 
a recognition of your interest in 
those injured in your employ, we | 
respectfully ask and urge you to 
give to this matter the serious con: 
sideration it deserves and, all other 
features being equal, that you ac- 
cord to injured workmen real pro- 
tection by insuring with the state 
compensation insurance fund.

SUPPRESSING FACTS ON LOW LABOR 
STANDARDS 


According to disclosures in Washington, Secre- 
tary of Commerce Roper has suppressed the report 
revealing the extent to which employers have reduced 
wages and hours since the NRA codes were abolished 
by the ruling of the supreme court declaring the Na- 
tional Industrial Recovery act unconstitutional. 

The committee to make the survey was appointed 
by President Roosevelt shortly after the act was in- 
validated. Its members are Captain W. P. Roberts 
impartial chairman; Assistant Secretary of Com- 
merce Ernest G. Draper; Commissioner of Labor 
Statistics Isador Lubin; H. Ferris White, former NRA 
division administrator, representing industry, and 
Father Francis J. Haas, former national labor board 
member, representing labor 

It is claimed the document reveals that most of 
the forty-four industries which the committee studied 
have lengthened the work week from four to eight 
hours since the destruction of the codes and that extra 
pay for overtime is very rare. 

The report also discloses it is alleged, that work- 
ers in well organized industries have suffered less 
from the outlawing of the NRA than workers in 
either unorganized industries or company union in- 


dustries. 


In his order setting up the committee, President 


Roosevelt said: 


“Information should be collected through field 


offices and other available Sources under such super- 


vision that 


reports sent to Washington can be 


checked, compiled and put in form for appropriate 
publication with assurance that they are accurate and 
as comprehensive as possible. 

“It should be emphasized that the purpose of this 
work is the gathering and publication of reliable in- 
formation and to counteract propaganda from private 
sources which may be designed to promote a special 


interest.” 


It is understood the report was completed a num- 
ber of weeks ago. Organized employers continue to 
boast about the high living standards they grant to 
their employes without the so-called “‘regimentation”’ 
established under the National Industrial Recovery 
act. There can be no valid objection to an official 


statistical picture of those standards.

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WISE USE OF PURCHASING POWER 


All wage earners, all farmers who do their own work, 
all people in business for themselves, but who do all the 
work connected with it are all members of the great army 
of labor. The pay of the wage earner is the wage or salary 
received. The pay of the farmer is what he gets for his 
produce and the pay of the man in business who does his 
own work is the returns he realizes for his efforts. 

This gigantic army of human beings makes up an 
overwhelming majority of our people. Whenever this 


army of labor is fully solidified and organized its members 
will learn to pull together, instead of knifing each other. 
They will then all be able to advance as far as existing 
conditions make possible. When this is done they will all 
do better than they now are doing. 

Little or no headway can be made until those who 
labor for a livlihood develop an attitude of mind which 
will lead them rigorously to practice the golden rule of 
being as willing to have their neighbor do as well as they 
are or would like to be doing themselves, not only with 
words, but translated into every purchase they make with 
their earnings. 

Some people are so constituted that they are capable 
voluntarily to practice these principles independently. But 
the great mass of people are so thoughtless, indifferent 
and sluggish, when it comes to recognizing the duties 
they owe others, that it requites organization of the most 
effective type to put such principles into practice. 

Many people will fall down on doing their share, 
unless a severe penalty must be paid for failure to do what 
one has pledged to do. Even with penalities staring them 
in the face, those who occupy our penitentiaries represent 
individuals with whom even the prospective penalty did 
not deter them from wrong doing. 

These failings and weaknesses of human beings, 
which are just as common with all kinds and classes of 
humans as they are with those who labor for a livlilgood, 
decrease the total good, which is possible, but these viola- 
tions of both established civil laws and flagrant breaches 
of even more binding moral laws do not prevent the re- 
mainder of the human race from practicing right principles 
towards one another and by so doing actually accomplish 
nearly as large a total result for the good of all as would 


be accomplished if every last member of society was doing | 


his or her full duty. 

Reduced to concrete reality this simply means that all 
who have money to spend hold it in their power to make 
every cent of it count for the good and upbuilding of the 
conditions of our fellow beings. As a rule this does not 
cost a penny more than patronizing those who are chisel- 
ing on all forms of labor, with which they come in contact 
and by so doing are lowering the general standard of 
living, decreasing the sum total of purchasing power and 
in the final analysis are even lowering the sum total of 
business it is possible for themselves to do. 

Whenever people buy goods that have been produced 
under union standards instead of sweatshop standards 
they are simply practicing this principle of helping to 
create better conditions for others and increasing the 
number of human beings who may enjoy them. The best 
guarantee of such imporved standards is the union label. 


All labor is not yet organized to the point where the | 


union label is displayed on their products, but all labor 
should be working towards this end and where no label is 
used as yet the same principles can be attained by ascer- 
taining the conditions under which goods purchased may 
have been produced. 


It is one thing to have purchasing power, but it is a. 
better proposition to so use that purchasing power that 
every expenditure contributes to bettering the general 
standard of living of all our fellow beings. This renders | 
our own conditions more secure and makes it easier for us 
to improve them. 


Ask for the union label. Demand it in season and out 
of season. Hunt for it till you find it and let merchants 
know that you are not in the market to buy unless the 
emblem of good standards of living for those who pro- 
duced the goods are attached to them. This is the wisest 
and best use that human beings can make of their purchas- 
ing power.

Chairman Madden Overrules Jones 
| & Laughlin’s Contention Company 
Is Outside Jurisdiction. 


The Jones & Laughlin Steel cor-| 
| poration left the hearing held by| 
the national labor relations board, 


Pittsburgh, Pa., after challenging 
the underlying principles of the 
Wagner-Connery labor disputes} 


| act. 

The case arose from a complaint | 
filed with the board by the amal-} 
gamated association of iron, steel, | 
; and tin workers charging that the 
corporation had fired 12 employes 
for joining the union. The board 
cited the company to appear at the 
hearing held to consider the com- 
plaint. | 

At the opening of the hearing 
Attorney Earl F. Reed, represent- 
ing the steel concern, attacked the 
Wagner act and the labor board 
on four points. 

He claimed the steel corporation 
is not engaged in interstate com- 
merce and consequently is without 
| the jurisdiction of the labor board; 
that its employes do not come} 
under the federal regulations; that | 
the company has the right to em- 
ploy and discharge workers as it 
sees fit, and that the board acting 
as both prosecutor and judge de- 
| nies the defendant the right of trial 
| by jury. 
| J. Warren Madden, chairman of 
|the labor board, first developed 
| evidence on the jurisdictional chal- 
llenge. Fifty exhibits designed to | 
| show the corporation was engaged | 
| in interstate commerce were pres 
; sented by Robert W. Watts, asso-| 
| ciate general counsel for the board. |

Alameda Electric Dept. 
Turns Over $168,909 to 
The City for 10 Months 


That the bureau of electricity is 
an increasingly profitable enter- 
prise for the citizens of Alameda 
is revealed by a compilation show- 
ing that since June 30, 1935 it has 
turned over to the city $168,909 up 
to March 1, 1936. 

This brings the payments made 
by the bureau to the city in the 
past 10 years to $1,142,004. 

Since establishment of the muni- 
cipal electric plant, dividends and 
payments to the city government 
have aggregated approximately $2,- 
150,000. 

In addition to the sum already 
paid, $16,500 more which is already 


appropriated will be turned over to 
the city before the end of this fiscal 
year.

The Texas old-age assistance 
commission completely underesti- 
mated the demand for old-age pen- 
sion under the recent law.

A total of 1,448 firms holding 
government contracts and employ-}\ 2 
ing 405,000 workers did not main- 
tain the wage and hour provisions ;

National Industry Recovery act 
unconstitutional, according to a | 
survey by the federal contract : 


division of the NRA. 

The figures were submitted to 
the department of labor and Rep- 
resentative Arthur D. Healy, chair- 
|man of the house judiciary sub- 
committee, which is planning to 
hold hearings on the Walsh bill 
authorizing the inclusion of pro- 
visions for maintaining specified 
wages and hour standards in gov-; 
ernment contracts. 

The investigation covered 3,507 
firms holding contracts for govern- 
ment work. A total of 147 firms} 
with 132,699 employes refused to 
make replies to the government's 
| questionnaire. Maintenance of code 
wages and hour schedules was re- | 
ported for 1,912 concerns employ- | 
| ing about 977,000 persons. | 

With regard to wages the sur- 
vey found that 1,480 companies re- | 
| duced code rates and that 1,821 | 
maintained them. Wage reductions | 
of 10 per cent or more were im- | 
posed on their employes by 635 | 
concerns, and cuts of less than 10 | 
percent were decreed by 845 con- | 
cerns. | 

Code hours were increased by | 
| 1,309 companies and maintained by | 
2,127 companies. Increases of 15 
| percent or more were made by 505 | 
| companies, while 804 companies | 
| limited the increase to less than 15 
| percent. 

The figures in the survey were 
arranged by industries. It was lim- 
| ited to companies with whom the 
| government had contractural deal- 
| ings under the NRA.

1229 000 More - 
Out of Work In 


January, Green 


Unemployment has _ recently 


struck 1,229,000 more workers, in- 
creasing the jobless army from 
11,397,000 to 12,626,000, according 
to the statement on unemploy- 
;ment made public by William 
|Green, president of the American 
Federation of Labor. 


As a major element entering into 
| this large addition to America’s 
| out-of-works Mr. Green cited the 
lengthening of the work week in 
industry three hours during the last 
half of 1935. 

| “Unemployment increased more 
| in January 1936, than in any other 
January for the last five years, 
| according’ to the estimate of the 
| American Federation of Labor,” 
Mr. Green said. “Between Decem- 
| ber, 1935, and January, 1936, un- 
employment rose from 11,397,000 to 
12, 626,000, an increase of 1,229,000. 
Unemployment always rises 
January ,but last year the increase 
was only 699,000 and the last time 
there has been an increase ap- 


January, 1931, when 1,328,000 were 
added to the unemployed.” 

“How much of this employment 
| loss is due to lengthening of work 
hours it is not yet possible to tell,” 
Mr. Green continued. “It seems 
probable that longer hours have 
| been an important factor, for rec- 

ords covering the months from 
July to December, 1935, show that

Comprehensive legislation to bar 
undesirables from the United States 
has been urged upon congress by |

are ineligible even to apply for 
citizenship. 

Senator Reynolds asserted that 
America has the “worst immigra- 
tion laws” of any country in the 
world, and particularly pointed to 
England’s rigid restrictions against 
| pauper immigrants.

Industrial Body 
Replys To A. F.L. 
Executive Board 


To the Officers and Members of 
State Federations of Labor, Cen- 
tral Labor Unions, and directly 
affiliated Local Trade and Federal 
Labor Unions: 

Greeting :— 

The committee for industrial or- 
ganization at a meeting on Feb- 
ruary 2lst unanimously adopted a 
statement in response to the action 
of the A. F. of L. executive council 
in reference to our activities. Our 
statement likewise answers Presi- 
dent Green's letter of February 7th 
to central labor bodies and directly 
affiliated local unions. In order to 
prevent misunderstanding of our 
position and to avoid division and 
discord, we are sending this state- 
ment to you for your information. 
The full text follows: 

Wm. Green, President, 
American Federation of Labor, 
Washington, D. C. 

Dear Sir and Brother: 

“Having given careful considera- 
tion to the opinion of the executive 
council as expressed in its state- 
ment on our activities adopted at 
Miami, the members of the com- 
mittee for industrial organization 
believe that continuance of the 
committee is not only fully justified 
but essential to the future growth 
of the American Federation of 
Labor. 

“The executive council did not, 
according to your communication, 
find that the C. I. O. had taken any 
actions contrary to the constitution 
of the A. F. of L. or which went 
beyond our rights as represent- 
atives of over one-third of the 
members of the A. F. of L. The 
executive council expressed fears 
that the C. I. O. might become 
dual, though quoting no evidence 
to support these fears. We wish 
to emphasize again that we are try- 
ing to remove the roots of dualism 
by making it possible for the mil- 
lions of mass production workers 
now outside the A. F. of L. to 
enter on the only basis they will 
accept—industrial unions. 

“The A. F. of L. convention last 
fall instructed the executive coun- 


cil to extend A. F. of L. organiza- | 


tion in autos, steel, and other mass- 
production industries, and it is pre- 
cisely to this end that our efforts 
are directed. Many A. F. of L. 
affiliates in these industries testify 
that our activities have been of 
great value to them. We are forced 
to the conclusion 
those who are trying to brand us 
| falsely as dualists are themselves 
none too eager to see the unions in 
mass-production industries 
grow in influence. 

“In the instructions of the ex- 
ecutive council to 
city central bodies, 
and directly chartered federal labor 
unions, transmitted in President 
Green’s letter of February 7th, 
there is an implication that the C. 
I. O. is attempting to usurp the 
functions of the A. F. of L. This 
is absolutely contrary to facts. 
These instructions likewise forbid 
these bodies to ‘give allegiance, as- 
sist or support’ to the C. I. O. We 
have not attempted to secure ‘al- 
legiance, assist or support’ from 
such bodies since our efforts are 
directed towards increasing senti- 
ment for industrial unionism in 
mass-production industries, not to 
build any organization within the 
A. F. of L. As we understand it, 
these instructions in no way affect 
the right of these directly affiliated 
bodies to go on record for indus- 
trial unionism, nor to seek aid from 
or spread the literature of our com- 
mittee. Any attempt by the execu- 
tive council to prevent such activ- 
ities would be completely undem- 
ocratic and contrary to the policies 
of the labor movement. 

“Our committee will be glad to 
meet the sub-committee of the ex- 
ecutive council to discuss these 
vital problems further. We deeply 
regret that owing to the absence 
in Geneva of Brother Harrison, the 
sub-committee could not accept our 
invitation to meet with us at this 
time.”
